I apologize for having disturbed you at home the other day, and I 
am glad to hear that all is well with you. Thank you for pointing out to 
me your humorous, yet true commentary on the state of the coin market. 
After reading the essay and chuckling and even laughing at some parts, I 
found myself somewhat saddened. How has the industry gotten to this 
point? Many of your statements, including “Members...may not resubmit 
the item(s)...for at least one week”[more than likely 30 seconds, or 
enough time to crack the coin out of plastic!], is very astute. Those who 
continue to promote this “plastic era” will ultimately be melted down by 
their insanity. 


The concept that coins are like wine and get better with each 
submission is ludicrous. It is also insulting when high profile coins, 
such as the 1804 Dollar improve in grade from Choice Extremely Fine to 
nearly Uncirculated. Only in the world of “plastic” numismatics can this 
occur and be condoned by professional organizations such as the PNG. 
Continuation of this policy and further endorsing “finest graded” (this 
week) is only defrauding the public further. The grading syndrome is of 
course attached to the exponential pricing structure between successive 
grades, ultimately leaving someone holding an overpriced coin. Again 
this happens only in the era of plastic numismatics. While this has lead 
to a big boom today, based on past history, most large numismatic 
booms have ended up as busts. 


continued... 
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It was with this distaste of “plastic numismatics” that I came up 
with the idea for our now annual Americana Sale in 1998. Its conception 
and inception was to combat, if only in a small way, slabbing mania by 
holding at least one sale a year that caters to true numismatics. The 
Americana sale was created to promote, through detailed research and 
descriptions, the idea that there is more to coins than a number on a 
piece of hermetically sealed plastic. I honestly feel that, while we cannot 
bury our head in the sand, we can still be proud that we are the only 
company not using numerical grades, other than for their intended 
subjects: Early Federal Coppers. In fact, our sales of slabbed coins 
probably account for less than 1% of annual sales. In the process of 
limiting our sales of slabs, we have probably left millions of dollars on the 
table, but I am proud of our principles. 


I believe that numismatics is best promoted through educational 
societies, and not by promoting coins by numbers. It is in this vein that 
we have supported the Smithsonian, the ANS, the BM, and of course the 
ANA, especially its significant programming for Young Numismatists. 


I am fortunate that over the course of my 30 years in numismatics, 
I have witnessed many new discoveries and have been able to rub 
shoulders and learn from past generations of professional numismatists, 
including those who knew Morton and Joseph B., and contemporaries of 
Norman, Ben and of course, Harvey. Such interactions have kept me, 
and my firm, grounded in true numismatics. They have also influenced 
my collecting habits, which currently focus on U.S. Colonials and 
Renaissance Coins & Medals. I am actually enclosing signed copies of 
two collections I’m very proud to have formed and recently sold. The 
bottom line to my collections? No slabs.

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The unfortunate part of your column is that you did not receive 
numerous responses to such a knowing analysis of today’s coin market. 
Perhaps your analysis was so simple, it just went over people’s heads. 
They just don’t get it. I would love to see your column hit a broader 
audience, perhaps appearing in the Guest Commentary section in Coin 
World.
